The Democratic State Committee met here
yostorday, and with it a large number of the
leading Democratic politiclans were in consul-
tation. No formal aciion was had on any sub-
Jeet beyomnd authorizing the chairman of the
eommitiee to call a State Convention st such
time as he should deem expedient, betwoon the

4th of March and the 1st of May, to
nominate eaudldates for Anditor-Genaral,
Surveyor-General, and delegates at  large

to the propesed Constitutional Convention. The
Republican Convention is fixed for the 10th of
March, but the time waa determined upon early
last summer, when the ‘ring" operators
hoped to defeat comstitutiona! reform. Now,
hewever, all parties conceds that a econvention
will be ealled to revise the Constitution, and the
Demoorata have wigely given their chalrman a
disoretionary perlod of ten months to awalit
legh Iatlve action on the reform movement
should differences as to detalls delay the passage
of the Ceavention bill.

While no formal actlon was taken on any

question of policy, there was a general and free ;
interchange of opinions, and all the leadors

agreed that the time has come for the Demo-
oracy to take an advanced position in accord
with the progress of events. They mean to
tale & now and distinet departure, and cease
antagonizing the dead Issues which have passad
Into history. They mean to advance (helr
standard, and grapple with th gliviog questions
which are vital to the uation. AVhile few If any

of them will change their (povictions as to |

negro suffrage, or the reconst/uction peliey of
the Qovernment, they accept Inexorable results
sud accomplished facts, and will
off the mill-stones which have hung aboul thelr
necks. They will make the centralizing ten-
dencles of the General Governmont the ceniral
figure of their creed, and In this they will ap-
peal to n sympathizing sentiment that is as
old and as sacred as the love of hberty itaslf
among the people. They will declare for reve-
nue reform and for a liberal modification of
the present high tariff policy, and demand that

a permanent tariff polley, bised upon the
revenue slandard, with jast diserimina-
tion in favor of our indastry, is

more essontinl to the progre:ss and prosperity
of the country than restrictive daties, which
must be but tamporary. They will also declure
in the mosl positive terms lo favor ol thorough
reform in our Btate administration, and present
an umbroken front for it iu the Legislatare.
They will demand the sacred maintenance of
our national credit and the reduetion of taxa-
tion, eapecially upon the industry and necessa-
ries of the country, to the lowest point consis-
tent with safety to the national flnance:.
Although no declaration of prineiples was made,
it was agreed with great unanimity that the
State Convention shall proclaim the policy of
the party as I have detailed it, and it may be
accepted as settled that it will be 50 done.

The advance movement of the Demoeratic
party may, therc¢fore, be aceepted as fully and
fairly Inaugurated, and the campaign of 1871
will present a different nspect than have any of
the strugrles of the past five years in this State.
The Republicans will be disarmed of their most
formidable weapon against their olten defeated
but gtill hopeful amd powerful enemy, and
the imcentive that tens of thousands of
quiet, patriotic Republicans  have had
to vote to preserve the resulis of the war, will
cease Lo be operative in the Republican ranks,
Undoubtedly the Democratic leaders are more
confldent of success in the next contest than
they have ever been since the war, and the dis-
tracted and paralyzed condition that Cameron's
prostitution of power has lefl the Republican
party in, is mot the least of the grounds on
whieh the Democratic politicians base thelr
hopes of a declsive vietory in 1871,
